Based on their training and experience they saw that 
this group had possible gang affiliation. They saw 
some persons wearing red sweatshirts/caps and 
others wearing blue sweatshirts. 



Narrative (cont.) 

Inspector Newman had his window down and heard 
them ‘mouthing off’ to each other. They were driving 
parallel to the suspects, approximately 15-20 feet 
away.

Inspector Newman saw 
multiple people drop to the ground.

Department General Order 5.02 

Discharge of Firearms (Section I.C) 

■ REASONABLE METHODS OF APPREHENSION. Officers shall not discharge a firearm in the performance of 
their duties except in the circumstances described below in Section I. C. 2. and only after all other reasonable 
methods and procedures of apprehension and control have failed. “Other reasonable methods and procedures of 
apprehension and control” shall be based upon the officer’s capabilities at the time of the discharge, the nature and 
immediacy of the threat, the extent of the threat to innocent persons, the nature of the crime, and the suspect’s 
reputation for violence. 

■ 2.PERMISSIBLE CIRCUMSTANCES . Officers may discharge a firearm in any of the following 
circumstances: 

■ a. In the necessary defense of himself/herself when the officer has reasonable cause to believe that he/she is in 
imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury. 

■ b. In the necessary defense of another person when the officer has reasonable cause to believe that the person 
is in imminent danger of death or serious bodily injury. 

■ c. To make an arrest when: 

■ (1) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that the suspect has committed or attempted to commit a felony 
involving the use or threatened use of deadly force; and 


(2) The officer has reasonable cause to believe that a substantial risk exists that the person to be arrested will cause 
death or serious bodily injury if his/her apprehension is delayed; and 


(3) After all other reasonable means of apprehension and control have been exhausted. 


d. To kill a dangerous animal or one that is so badly injured that humanity requires its removal from further 
suffering, and where other alternatives are impractical. 

e. To give an alarm or to call for help for an urgent purpose when no other means can be used.

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Synopsis: 


On July 3, 2010 at approximately 1:30 am Central Station Officers John Murphy 
#1717 and Matt Sullivan #1761, 3A13E, responded to a shooting in front of 
Columbus Avenue. Prior to their response they were advised over the police radio that 
Inspector John Newman # 1481 (5X112) and his partner Sergeant John Kasper# 68 
(5X111) of the Criminal Investigation Unit (CIU), had observed the shooting. Inspector 
Newman and Sergeant Ka sper had informed the responding units that the y had one 
suspect, later identified as ^^I^^^P^^Hdetained at approximately ^H^rant 
Avenue, north of the Gallery 28. ^^|was wearing a black hooded sweatshirt, a bright 
red baseball cap with a white “C” on the front, white t-shirt, black pants, and black 
shoes. Inspector Newman and Sergeant Kasper also advised the responding units that 
there were two other suspects running from Grant Avenue, east on Fresno Street to 
Romolo Place. 

Inspector Newman advised dispatch that this incident was an officer involved 
shooting. 

Sergeant O’Leary upon request of Sergeant Kaspe r told O fficers Kenneth 
Weems #2042 and Officer Sam Yuen # 1680, to transport ^^|to Central Station. 

Inspector Newman told Officers Vien Lam # 2003 and Minh Du # 133 that he had 
located a handgun on the south side of Fresno Street, just east of Grant Avenue. 
Inspector Newman told Officers Lam and Du to secure the handgun and set up a crime 
scene at that location. 

Sergeant Laura Knight, 3A113 (in full uniform was assigned to the Broadway 
corridor) was standing near Broadway Street, with night Captain Anthony Fotinos. 
Sergeant Knight heard numerous shots fired in the area of Broadway Street and 
Columbus Avenue. While responding to Broadway Street and Columbus Avenue 
Sergeant Knight, heard a 5X unit on the police radio transmit that suspects were 
running “dow n Fresno” St reet. Sergeant Knight, within seconds of the radio broadcast, 
observed two running south bound on Romolo Street from Fresno. 

Sergeant Knight exited the marked police vehicle driven by Captain Anthony Fotinos, 
drew her police issued handgun and ordered both subjects to “get on the ground.” The 
subjects did not respond immediately. T hey looked at Sergeant Kni ght and then at one 
another. One suspect (later identified asstated, “I’ve been 
shot! I've been shot!" After s everal commands, ^^^^^|and the ot her suspect, JMI 

complied. Sergeant Knight handcuffed l^^^^^|She 
notified dispatch and requested an ambulance to respond to their location. 

_ Medic 65 responded to Sergeant Knight’s location. Medic 65 examined

Officer Murphy and Sullivan arrived on scene. They saw victim

When the 
paramedics arrived, Officer McGrath left the person in the care of the paramedics and 
went to locate witnesses.

Inspector John “Jay” Newman #1481 

Inspector John “Jay” Newman was interviewed at the Hall of Justice by 
Inspectors Joseph Engler # 239, Gianrico C. Pierucci #1604, and District Attorney 
Investigator (DAI) Jimmy Posada #7044. The Police Officer Association Attorney Chris 
Shea was also present on 07-03-10 at 1654 hours. The interview was audio and video 
recorded. 

Inspector Newman told Inspector Engler and Pierucci that he had not been 
injured during the incident. Insp. Newman entered the San Francisco Police Academy 

At the time of the incident Inspector Newman was in plain clothes. He is 
assigned to the Criminal Investigative Unit (CIU) in a plain clothes capacity. He was 
wearing a suit and tie. Newman stated that he was not wearing his sport coat. He had 
his department issued firearm. He had his police inspector star in front of his firearm on 
his right side. On his left side he had his extra magazine and handcuffs. Newman’s 
equipment was consistent with his duties at the time of the incident. 

He was assigned to the 1900 to 0500 hours shift city wide. His primary duties in 
that unit are to handle all major crimes and to assist the Station Investigation Team 
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(SIT). Newman further stated that he investigates shootings, helps homicide in shooting 
incidents, gang incidents, and any case with multiple victims. 

On 07-03-10 at approximately 0130 hours, Inspector Newman was in the city of 
San Francisco in the “North Beach" district, with his partner Sergeant Jon Kasper. 
Newman remembers that he and his partner were in their assigned unmarked police 
car. Sergeant Kasper was driving and Newman was passenger. Newman stated that 
he and Sergeant Kasper had just passed Romolo Place. Sergeant Kasper went into the 
right turn only lane on Broadway Street to go onto Columbus Avenue. Newman had his 
window down. As they made a right turn onto the 300 block of Columbus his attenti on 
was drawn to a large group of individuals. The group members were approximately H 
| years old. The group was dressed in gang type clothing. There were people 
wearing red sweatshirts and people wearing blue sweatshirts. Some may have been 
wearing red baseball hats. Newman stated that due to his training and experience as a 
police officer, this type of clothing is consistent with members of certain gangs in the 
City. These observations also played into his attention being drawn to this specific 
group. 

He saw “two run into a strip joint I^B^ olumbus Ave nue. His 

attention was then dra wn to one specific person. Newm an saw a^^^^^|wearing a 
blue coat. He saw the take off H coat. The^^J was now wearing a white tank 
top. This looked as though there was going to be a fight. Newman re calls that 
Sergeant Kasper’s attention was drawn to the crowd. The^^^^^|was yelling and 
screaming. _ 

Newman saw one person in particular that dr ew his attention. This ^^|was 
wearing a “red hat” facing south. Newman saw this ^^|draw a fire arm. Newman 
said it happened quick. Newman saw this person fire the gun at the ^^|who just took 
off | coat. Newman now saw two groups facing each other. The suspect was 
indiscriminately shooting the gun at the opposing people facing Newman saw the 
handgun move as if it was directed at separate people. He saw multiple people drop to 
the ground. Newman saw the suspect with the gun turn and run toward Grant Avenue. 
Newman was still in the car. He and Kasper were in the number two lane. There were 
no cars at the curb. Newman remembered that he was at the bus stop area. The 
suspect and the victims were “roughly 15-20 feet from their unmarked police car. As 
Kasper was driving, Newman was paralleling the shooter. He knew that he could not 
draw his firearm to stop ^Bfrom hurting or potentially killing other people. Newman 
could not shoot at the suspect because he did not have a clear shot at the suspect. 

They moved to the area of upper Grant Avenue from Columbus Avenue. Newman kept 
visual on the suspect with the gun, as the group began to run north on Columbus 
Avenue towards upper Grant Avenue. 

Newman felt that at this point he could not expose himself. He was not in a 
position of advantage. Newman kept watching the suspect. The suspect had shot 
several victims. Newman thought that the suspect had possibly committed a homicide. 
Newman saw the handgun. He saw people fall. He saw the total disregard for human 
life by the suspect. Newman knew that the suspect had to be stopped. He had to stop 
the threat'by this individual. 

Newman got out of his police car. His star was visible on his belt in front of his 
handgun. Newman saw a building that was closed and the lights were off. Newman 
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saw the person with the handgun move up t he st reet at a fast pace. Q appeared to be 
attempting to blend in with people in front of The other two people were wearing 
dark clothing. All blue or black clothing. Newman saw the suspect on the building line 
side. Newman stated, “Where the building line kind of switched and went up to Grant 
Street from Columbus.” He wanted to use the slice the pie technique to give me a little 
bit of cover as I gained ground on l^| Newman drew his weapon, identified himself as 
a police officer, and told the suspect to drop the gun. Newman stated, “Police, drop the 
fucking gun, something to that effect.” _ 

Newman told us that the suspect in the red hat met up with another Both 
were kind of off set. The other person was "maybe two feet" in front of the suspect. 

They were not shoulder to shoulder. H was a half step up in front of the shooter. They 
were getting close. This is when Newman identified himself as a police officer and told 
the suspect to drop the gun. The suspect then turned with the gun in H right hand 
towards Newman. Newman felt that he was in grave danger. 

Newman stated that he did not know if his partner was in the car. He knew that 
the business behind the shooter was closed and there was no one in that business. 
Newman made it clear that at this time the person presented a threat to him. Newman 
was in fear of his life and the safety of citizens. This area on Broadway, Columbus and 
Grant is extremely crowded at this time of the night. Newman “felt the threat" and “fired 
one round” from his department issued firearm. 

Newman told us that when he fired that round, he was approximately 10 and15 
feet, away from the suspect. He told us when he fired the round he had the position of 
advantage. He was between two parked cars when he tried to order the shooter to drop 
the gun. Newman focused on the person with the gun. 

Newman believes the s hooter had on a red hat, sweatshirt, blue jeans or black 

Newman remembered the hat and some sort of thing 
under it: It could have been a doo rag, but he was not certain. Newman was not certain 
of the color of the sweatshirt the suspect was wearing. Newman told us, his attention 
was listening to the radio and he was trying to put out information. Several other 
officers arrived and helped. 

Newman did not leave the shooter. Newman searched the shooter for any 
additional weapons and made sure that Hwas not injured. 

Newman wanted to check on his partner's well being. He had to get out the 
description of the other two that ran east on Frasno. Newman had transmitted the 
information that additional suspects were running toward Romolo Place. Then Newman 
needed to get to the victims and confirm that there were multiple victims. He called for 
aid for the victims. Newman stated that he did not leave the suspect. He was always in 
the immediate area. Newman de-cocked his weapon, rendered it safe, and secured it in 
his holster. 

Newman reiterated that he was concerned about the two crime scenes. The one 
where multiple victims were shot on Columbus Avenue and the one where he fired one 
round and took the suspect into custody on Grant Avenue. 

Newman told us that when he last saw the susp ect, M(the suspect) had the 
weapon and was with the person that was next to Shortly afterward, he heard that 
a handgun was found on Fresno Street at Grant Avenue. Newman did see the location 
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of where the gun was recovered. The gun was two businesses away from where the 
suspect was taken into custody, about 30 feet. Sergeant Kasper told Inspector Newman 
that he was standing over it. He instructed two uniformed officers to watch the gun. 
Newman stated that the person he had fired at and took into custody, is the person who 
shot at the victims on Columbus Avenue. 

Inspector Newman stated that he never saw the other two suspects. He saw 
them running east on Fresno Street from Grant Avenue to Romolo Place. He never 
actually saw what they looked like. They were wearing dark clothing and running fast. 

Inspector Newman stated: “I kept my eye on that one son-of-a-gun that was 
shootin’ at the people.” Newman stated, “when you see somebody with a firearm 
shooting and you see multiple people dropping, and people screaming and yelling, it’s 
just chaos...you know you want to stop the threat. But a policeman in a car, there was 
too many people. I could not engage to stop that threat with my firearm at that time. I 
had to pick and chose a safe spot to my advantage for a possible take-on, because I 
knew that this person possibly just committed, in my mind, multiple homicides. “ 

Inspector Engler asked Newman about his police background. Newman told us 
that he was assigned to the Specialist Team for approximately eight years. The 
Specialist Team is an inter-perimeter response team for any critical incident. The Team 
is a first responder deployed to contain critical incidents, such as, hostage situation, 
barricaded suspects, or a sniper, and active-type shooter situation. Specialists receive 
additional firearms training. 

Inspector Newman also told us that he was assigned to the tactical entry teams 
for just shy of eight years. Newman was one of the trainers/ facilitators for the active 
shooter at Schlage Lock. Newman was a beat officer in the area around Broadway 
Street and Columbus Avenue. 

Newman trained the department how to proceed and go after an active shooter. 
Newman stated he tried to deploy as many of those tactics he could at the time of the 
incident. Newman stated: “I announced myself as a police officer. I wanted to stop, 
detain and arrest. I wanted to take this firearm away from this person that I saw shoot, 
in a safe area.” Newman added that there were a lot of people that could have 
potentially been victims due to this person’s careless disregard for human life. 

Newman thought that if the suspect was not stopped, ■ would have gotten away and 
possibly have shot additional people. 

After Newman engaged the shooter and fired one round, “things were still crazy." 
Newman was able to see where his round hit the wall. He had to assess the situation 
and see if the shooter was hit. _ 

Newman stated that, “when | (suspect) presented the threat, I was expecting 
H to drop the gun, you know, comply a little bit. I really thou ght, y ou know, because I 
was on it so fast, | could have complied. I did not expect for^|to turn and present a 
threat to me with the gun. Having that happen, you know, the gun...at that point I 
fired...” Newman did not know that the gun had been given to somebody else and had 
been taken up the block to Fresno Street at Grant Avenue. 

After he fired, the individual went down, hands out. The suspect complied. That 
is the reason he delivered one shot. At that point there was no additional threat from 
the suspect. 
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Newman told us that Sergeant Kasper was also in plain clothes. -Sergeant 
Kasper had his police star hanging from around his neck. Newman also told us that the 
police vehicle he and Kasper where in the night of the incident, was a Ford Taurus. 
Newman recalled that he was going to sound their air horn at the fighting group to warn 
them that the police were present, before he saw the suspect’s gun. He wanted to warn 
the group that the police were present and to stop fighting. However, the car was not 
equipped with t hat particular devise. 

Newman told us that from the time he observed the group of people to the time 
he saw the gun, it took approximately 5-7 seconds. From the time the gun was seen 
to the time the individual began to shoot, was also within the 5-7 seconds. From the 
time Newman saw the group to the time the shots were fired, was less than 10 seconds. 

Within this time frame Newman immediately assessed the threat, which called for 
use of deadly force. The shooter had left Newman with no other option based on the 
situation. Newman stated that the use of deadly force was not justified immediately 
because of the large crowd. Newman immediately moved to a position where he could 
tactfully and safely take this individual into custody. This was done as quickly as he 
could. 

As soon as Newman fired one round, the person next to the suspect, took off at a 
full sprint, and turned right with the other individual, eastbound Fresno Street. 

After Newman fired one round the shooter got down to the ground and Ne wman gave 
Id verbal orders. Other officers arrived and Newman told them, hold this ^Hthis is 
the shooting suspect. 

Newman’s department issued pistol was later given to CSI Sgt. Weggenmann and 
Officer Gomes. 

Newman remembered that Central Station personnel were moving the shooter to the 
station. He told the officers to bag the shooters hands for GSR test to be taken. 

Newman preserved the evidence as best he could until the scene was secured. He 
picked up his spent casing, as someone had kicked it and it had moved from its original 
position. Newman felt that someone would kick it into the sewer or a car would pick it 
up in the tires and drive off with it. Newman gave the casing to CSI in the presence of 
Lt. Sianez. 

The interview ended on 07-03-10 at 1810 hours. 


Sergeant Jon Kasper # 68 

Sergeant Jon Kasper #68 was interviewed at the Hall of Justice, Unit 

Interview room by Inspectors Joseph Engler # 239, Gianrico C. Pierucci #1604, and 
District Attorney Investigator (DAI) Jimmy Posada #7044. The interview was audio and 
video recorded. 
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Sergeant Kasper told us that on 07-03-10 at approximately 0130 hours he was on duty, 
assigned to the Criminal Investigation Unit (CIU). He was in a plain clothes 
investigative capacity in an unmarked police car. Kasper informed us that CIU 
investigates major crimes, robberies, primarily late-night robberies, anything where 
there is great bodily injury, mainly major cases. 

He was driving the unmarked car with his partner Inspector John “Jay” Newman. 
Newman was in the passenger seat. They were patrolling “all areas of the City.” They 
had just come from searching for a robbery suspect in an incident that had occurred in 
the upper Tenderloin, Central district area. Kasper and his partner were looking for the 
vehicle that was involved in the robbery. 

Kasper worked this area of Central Station as a moiorcycle officer assigned to the 
Violence Reduction Unit. Kasper stated that “there’s a lot of gang activity. A lot of 
individuals come in from out of town and cause a lot of problems, fights, whatnot.” 

Kasper told us that he was northbound Columbus Avenue from Broadway. In front of 
Little Darlings strip club, Kasper saw a group of people who looked as if they were 
involved in a verbal argument. There was a lot of yelling and it look ed as if some m 
were trying to break it up. Kasper heard a couple of people yelling^^H He saw 
somebody givin g a hand sign. Kasper remembers that the^^^^^^|doing hand 
signs was Kasper knows it was a gang sign from his past experiences as a police 
officer. 

It looked as if an individual started to walk away. A group of the individuals started to 
walk northbound. One of them was an individual wearing a red baseball cap and a 
dark-colored long-sleeved shirt. All of a sudden, H pulled out a black firearm and 
started firing southbound Columbus towards Broadway. Kasper did not see the suspect 
remove the gun. The suspect was yelling and it is believed by Kasper that the suspect 
had | right arm extended. The suspect was in a group and it appeared that somebody 
was pulling ^|as M was shooting. Kasper said that he heard 5-6 shots. Kasper and 
Newman could see the shots were coming from the gun. You could see the flash. 
Kasper stated that he was approximately 15 feet away from the suspect. The suspect 
was on the north side of Little Darlings strip club. The other group that was shot at was 
on the south side of Little Darlings. There were a lot of people there and there are 
police cars passing by every 10 minutes. Kasper believes that the suspect saw them 
and that is why the suspect stopped firing more rounds. 

Kasper believes that Inspector Newman immediately put the information out on the air. 
Kasper had taken his gun out of his holster. However with all the people on the street 
and his position in the car, it was not safe to engage the suspect and stop the threat. At 
that point Inspector Newman opened the passenger door because it looked like the 
suspect looked right at them. People were pointed out to them as well. Kasper 
believes that the group knew that they were police officers. Kasper almost came to a 
complete stop to observe the verbal argument. This group stood out because of the 
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gang signs "curved, bent fingers" and the yelling out One of the individuals 

had a red cloth belt. 

Kasper told us that when the individual started shooting down the bl ock, it looked like | 
was with a group of ab out t hree or four other people. It looked like a fl|in a black 
sweatshirt was pulling ^|back as H>/vas shooting. The suspect looked at them and 
then “started to run." The suspect started to run northbound Columbus Avenue as 
Inspector Newman got out of the car. Kasper heard Newman say, “police, drop the 
gun." Kasper stated that probably right after the shot is when Inspector Newman yelled 
out to the suspect to drop the gun. 

The suspect went northbound Columbus Avenue and then made a right to eastbound 
Grant. Kasper proceeded to pursue the shooter as Inspector Newman was putting the 
information out via his department radio. Kasper stated that when he was watching the 
incident he slowed down almost to a stop. He and Newman had no time to converse 
about anything because it happened fast. Kasper stated that he believed that the 
people on the street knew that he and Newman were police officers in an unmarked car. 
He again repeated that he had his star on a chain around his neck clearly visible to 
everyone on his outer garment. 

Kasper des cribed t he shooter as wearing a red hat. He believed that the suspect’s 
height was however, Kasper was not positive. Somebody pulling the shooter 

back had on a black glove. Kasper saw another individual that had a white sweater and 
a red cloth belt. Kasper was focused on the gun and the red cap. Kasper did not notice 
an insignia on the red cap until later at the time of arrest. Kasper is "almost 100 percent 
positive that the shooter in front of Little Darlings strip club is the s ame person that was 
arrested on Grant Avenue. Kasper told us that he lost sight of the for a minute 
then later in the interview he corrected himself and stated he had lost sight of the 
shooter for “just a matter of a couple seconds.” Kasper told us that during this time 
there is a lot of foot traffic. Bars are getting out and people are hailing cabs. Kasper 
believed he lost sight of Insp. Newman as well, but believes he saw Newman running 
between two cars when he was on Grant Avenue. Kasper heard what he believed were 
two shots. Kasper did not see Newman fire his weapon. 

Kasper told us that he parked the unmarked car in a vertical direction in an attempt to 
block the suspect's avenue of escape. Kasper was thinking that if could get ahea d of 
the shooter, and the shooter turned and ran back, Inspector Newman could catch m 
Kasper did not see Inspector Newman shoot because he had dropped Inspector 
Newman off and drove ahead to block the suspect’s path with the unmarked police car. 

When Kasper heard the shots, he got out of his car and ran around it. He could not 
remem ber if he ran in front or behind the vehicle. He saw Inspector Newman going 
toward ^|and that is when he heard Newman saying "going down Fresno.” 

Kasper stated tha t he w as confused because he saw the ^|in the red hat there and 
then (he) took the ^|in the red hat down to the ground...and placed in handcuffs. 
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He believes he did a quick search on the ^|with the red cap. Kasper asked Newman 
for the location of the gun. Newman told him | passed it off. Kasper did not know 
Inspector Newman fired a shot until Newman put it out on the air that it was an officer 
involved shooting. At this point other officers arrived. Kasper told them to stay with the 
suspect. He helped Newman look for the suspects that were running east onto Fresno. 
Kasper wanted to get the information about the person with the red belt out to other 
officers via police radio. Kasper w ent into the the Saloon Bar to look for other people 
that possibly ran into the bar. The^^^^|told Kasper that |had run into the bar but 
no one else came in after Kasper believed Kasper exited The Saloon Bar. 

He saw the gun in the street on the south side of Fresno Street several feet from Grant 
Avenue. According to Kasper, the gun was approximately three car lengths from the 
suspect. He heard that the suspect had handed off the gun and then somebody ran 
down Fresno. Then itmade sense to Kasper why the gun was up the block. The 
suspect did not say anything to Kasper. ^|was taken away by other police officers to 
Central Station. Other officers watched the gun to secure it for evidence. Kasper 
advised the officers that the hammer on the pistol was cocked. Kasper went back to the 
suspect. He told the officers to bag the suspect’s hands. 


Kasper told us that the^^Bwith the black sweatshirt that was detained on Romolo 
Place looked like the ^^/vho was pulling the person in the red hat away. It appeared 
that | was the one wearing the black glove. Kasper saw this subject wearing a black 
glove on H left hand, when he saw mid-block on Romolo Place. The glove was 
taken off this suspect and placed into an evidence bag. When Kasper did a cold show 
at Romolo Place, the in the black sweatshirt became verbally abusive and was real 
defensive.

PURPOSE OF EXAMINATION 

The purpose of this examination was to screen the pistol swabs (Item 20) for biological material, 
conduct genetic analysis, and compare the results against the subsequent genetic analysis of the 
submitted reference samples (Items 11 and 53). 


RESULTS OF EXAMINATION 

The barrel end swabs (Items 20A-1 and 20A-2) and slide swabs (Items 20B-1 and 20B-2) each 
contained grayish-brown discolorations, the grips swabs (Items 20C-1 and 20C-2) each contained 
faint gray discolorations, and the water control swab (Item 20D) contained no apparent 
discoloration. A chemical presumptive test for blood was positive for the slide swabs (Items 20B- 
1 and 20B-2); the same presumptive test was negative for the barrel end swabs (Items 20A-1 and 
20A-2) and water control swab (Item 20D). The pistol swabs (Items 20A-1, 2; 20B-1, 2; 20C-1, 
2; and 20D) were sampled for genetic analysis.

The barrel end swabs (Item 20A-1/2), slide swabs (Item 20B-1/2), grips swabs (Item 20C-1/2), 
and water control swab (Item 20D) were subjected to a DNA extraction process. Subsequently, 
the oral reference swabs (Items 11A and 53A) were subjected to a DNA extraction process. All 
samples were amplified and typed using the AmpFISTR Profiler Plus DNA typing system. See 
Table of Results.

On July 13, 2010, Inspe ctor P erucci, San Francisco Police Department, requested that 
the SVRCFL respond to ^JColumbus Ave in San Francisco, California to examine 
the DVR from the Europa Ho tel for footage relating to an officer involved shooting. 

Europa Hotel, gave consent to perform the 

examination. 


Inspector Perucci advised that he was looking for footage that occurred on Columbus 
Street on 7/3/2010 from 1230 hrs to 0200 hrs. 


Summary of Examination: 


On July 13, 2010, Sgt. Brian Rodriguez (FET) and I responded to Colum bus Ave 
in San Francisco, California. At the scene, we met who

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gave us consent to remove the DVR, image it at the SVRCFL, and examine the 
contents. 

The DVR system consisted of a Microsoft Vista based desktop computer connected to 
IP Cameras. Based on the configuration of this system, Sgt. Rodriguez and I 
removed the hard drives and transported them to the SVRCFL for imaging. On July 
14, 2010, the imaging was completed on both drives. Sgt. Rodriguez and I transported 
the submitted hard drives back to the Europa Hotel and reinstalled the hard drives. 

The desktop was powered back up to ensure that it booted properly. 

On September 6, 2010,1 began an examination of the imaged drives. I was unable to 
locate any footage of the officer involved shooting, or the events that may bad 
contributed to the incident. 

Details of Examination: 

On July 13, 2010, Sgt. Brian Rodriguez (FET) and I responded to ^HColumbus Ave 
in San Francisco, California. After obtaining a signed consent to search form, we 
began the examination and imaging process. 

Initial Examination of the system re vealed the DVR was a Compaq Presario 
SR5130NX Desktop Computer, S/N connected to its security 

cameras over a standard computer network. 

Based on this, we determined that the examination could be completed by imaging 
the internal hard drives. We powered down the system, then removed the two hard 
drives listed under specimens above. We attempted to image the drives on site, 
however, one of the dri ves contained errors and would have required and extended 
amount of time to image on site. As a result, we decided to take custody of the drives 
and image them at the SVRCFL. 

The submitted drives were transported to the SVRCFL and booked into evidence. 
Using forensic imaging tools and hardware, forensic image files and archive image 
files were created of both drives. Using an MD5 hash algorithm, I was able to verify 
that images made were an exact digital duplicate of the original. After the imaging 
process was completed, the drives were booked back into evidence. 

On July 14, 2010, Sgt. Rodriguez and I returned to ^HColumbus Ave in San 
Francisco, CA and reinstalled the hard drives into the desktop computer, then 
powered on the desktop computer. 

On September 6, 2010,1 began an examination of those images using the criteria in 
the service request. The DVR system automatically records when motion is detected.

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Examining the DVR footage revealed activity on that date during daytime hours. It 
is my opinion that the lighting conditions during the hours of darkness were not able 
to trigger the recording mechanism of the DVR system. 

After examining the image files, I used an MD5 hash algorithm to perform a data 
integrity verification on the image files. This was done to ensure that no changes were 
made to the image files during or as a result of the examination.

On July 14, 2010, the original hard drives were returned to on site, and 

reinstalled into ^(desktop computer. 


SVE029971 and SVE029972 will be retained in SVRCFL evidence control room for 
a period of five years in order to preserve the evidence in the event additional forensic 
examinations or legal proceedings require its use. After this time, they will be 
returned to the requestor’s agency for disposition.
